3. DR. MAJROOH WAS FORMER CHAIRMAN OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PHILOSOPHY AT XAHUL UNIVERSITY, HAD BEEN DIRECTOR OF THE 
AFGHAN INFORMATION CENTER IN PESHAWAR SINCE THE EARLY 
1980 'S. HE HAD GAINED IN INTERNATIONAL REPUTATION AMONG 
AFGHANISTAN WATCHERS WITH HIS CAREFUL, INDEPENDENT ANALYSES 
OF EVENTS IN THE SOVIET-AFGHAN WAR AND OF THE SITUATION OF 
THE AFGHAN REFUGEE COMMUNITY IN PAKISTAN. HIS ARTICLES

JOURNALISTS AND OTHER ANALYSTS VISITING PESHAWAR 



5. IN PESHAWAR, THERE IS ALWAYS A FULL ARRAY OF POSSIBLE 
SUSPECTS FOR AN ACT SUCH AS THE KILLING OF PROFESSOR 
MAJROOH. WE CANNOT RULE OUT THAT THE PROFESSOR WAS KILLED 
FOR A PERSONAL MOTIVE. WE MUST FOCUS OUR MAIN SUSPICION, 
HOWEVER, UPON THE KABUL REGIME. PROFESSOR MAJROOH HAS NOT 
AS OF LATE, PUBLISHED ANY ARTICLES ESPECIALLY CRITICAL OF 
AFGHAN RESISTANCE LEADERS. HE HAD, LAST YEAR, PUBLISHED A 
POLL WHICH SUPPOSEDLY SHOWED GREAT SUPPORT AMONG THE AFGHAN 
REFUGEES FOR THE RETURN OF FORMER KING ZAHIR SHAH. BUT THAT 
STUDY WAS FAIRLY OLD. THERE HAVE BEEN RECENT PUBLIC RALLIES 
IN BEHALF OF THE EX-KING THAT MIGHT HAVE RAISED THE [ILLEG] 
OF THE MORE FUNDAMENTALIST AMONG THE AFGHAN RESISTANCE 
LEADERS, BUT WE DO NOT BELIEVE THAT THESE AFGHAN LEADERS
